P o w e r I',x« -rt« -il oti u I l ic y c l « , 
Some recent results of tests made by 
Professor Carpenter of Cornell to deter­ 
mine tho power required to driv e bicy ­ 
cles ma y be of more interest to electric­ 
al engineers if reduced to their fa milia r 
unit of power, the watt. 
These tests 
show that for a speed of fiv e miles an 
hour on a good lev el road tho rider 
works at tho rate of about 19 watts, 
which is about one-third tho power 
used in an ordinary 16 candle power in­ 
candescent lamp. 
At ten miles an hour 
the power applied by the rider is about 
#0 wa tts, and for hard, continuous rid­ 
ing 100. For a short period a good rid 
er can work at the rate of about 25 0 
watts. Ev ery lighted incandescent lamp 
therefore consumes about 
the same 
a mount of power as that dev eloped by 
three bicy cle riders under the ordinary 
conditions, w hile it is possible for a 
rider to ex pend a bout as much power as 
is required for about fiv uof these lamps.

Edw a r d C a h i l l , Dixon, ill. 
Friend Ed.—I thought I would keep 
my promise and write th at letter from 
Cuba I promised in my iast. 
Well, wo left Tampa July 1, and a r ­ 
riv ed in Key West July 3, after a r a t h ­ 
er bad trip. 
We struck a storm the 
first n ight and had to lay to until morn ­ 
ing; thought at one time we would go 
to the bottom and help feed the fish, 
but the ship did not receiv e any da m ­ 
age. 
W e left Key West July 5 and after a 
4-day run arriv ed in Cuba, and you 
may bo sure we were glad to see land 
once more; for the last day at sea, on 
Friday we had no water and n othin g to 
eat. 
There was plenty to eat in the 
hold of the ship, but it was too stormy 
to get at it. 
T here was v ery little seasickness on 
the trip, but a groat man y are in the 
hospital with what 
is 
called coast 
fev er. 
We are landed at a place 
called 
Siboney. 
it is about 14 miles from 
•Santiago City and a more God-forsak 
en place it would be hard to find. 
T here is n othin g here but cocoanut- 
and man grov e apples: the latter is like 
a plum, only as large as an oran ge and 
the nicest fruit for eatin g I ev er tasted 
Cocoanute grow all ov er here and the 
Cubans eat them both green and ripe, j 
it does not make any difference: they 
are as good on e way a an other. 
San tiago has not yet been taken, j 
although the town is surrounded by 
United States soldiers. 
W e are her* 
to reinforce Shafter and will leav e for 
the firing line some time today. 
Gen 
Shafter has giv en the Span iards until | 
Monday to giv e up ami if they don't 
some of us will be in San tiago Monday 
night. 
T here will bo a g re at loss of 
life, but to see the boys hero you would 
thin k they were going to a dan ce instead 
of a battle. 
You will hav e some idea 
how it is when I tell you there are 1.500 
men in the hospital here v -ho were 
shot in the last fight, and th a t is n oth­ 
ing to what will get it in takin g the 
town. 
They tell at home about the Cubans 
and how brav e they are. 
Well, 
it 
would make you laugh to see them 
here. 
'Why, there are some of them 
with I 'nited States guns who are only 
s and 9 years of age: you can see what 
kind of soldiers they make, 
The only 
fighting they do is ov er the food that is 
sent here >from the United States. 
They will come down to the beach when 
there is an ythin g to get, and then go 
back to the mountains, and that is the 
last we see of them 
W hen Cuba is 
freed it will be by American and not 
by Cuban soldiers. 
T h ere are excep­ 
tions, of course, but except for these 
they are no good. 
T here is no use of my tellin g about 
the iast battle here, for you hav e al­ 
ready read all about it in the papers: 
but whatev er you read remember that 
the Rough Riders and the Regulars 
were the ones th a t did the most fight­ 
ing. 
Well, my dear boy, please excuse 
this short letter, for we leav e at 1 
o’clock for the front. Giv e my best re­ 
regards to my father.
